From Yin Kow comes an unconflrm- 
ed report that 500 bandits, armed with 
modern rifles, have attacked a Rus- 
sian post to the west of Haicheng 
(Haicheng is 32 miles east by north 
of New Chwang). There was severe 
flgbting and i)oth sides lost heavily. 
This report is discredited at Yin Kow, 
but if it is true it indicates that a seri- 
ous danger is confronting Russia in 
the well armed brigfada. 

According to the Dally Mail's ac- 
count of Ihia affair, L.ix Jap.inose wore 
found among the bandits killed. This 
would tend to show that the Japanese 
are organizing the bands. 

Concession to Newspaper Men. 

Reports received here from Tokio 
deciare that Jaixui has granted per- 
mission for 58 foreign newspaper cor- 
respoDdeats to accompany the Japan- 
ess forces.

A HOTEL WAS PARTIALLY CRUSHED 



Five Personi Are Known to Have 
Been lUHed and About a Scoro 
Were Iqjnred. 



Eight or Ten Men Are Missing, All of 
Whom Are. Believed to Be Dead 
In ths Debris— Criminal Care> 
lessnsss Is Allsgsd. 

New York, March 3. — Five pcr.sons 
are known to have been killed, about 
a score injured and eight or ten, all 
of whom are believed to l>e dead, are 
missing, through the collapse Wednes- 
day of the steel skeleton of the Hotel 
Darlington, a IS-story apartment 
house In course of erection at 57 West 
46th street. The steel frame work had 
been erected as far as the 11th flooi* 
and the structure was swarming with 
iron workers, masons and laborers, 
when, without an instant's warning, 
the upper floor sagged and collapsed 
and the whole structure fell with a 
crash that was heard for blocks, and 
shook all the buildings in the vicinity. 
A portion of the steel frame fell upon 
the rear of the Hotel Patterson, on 
West 47th street, crashing In the wall 
of the dining room and Ivllling Mrs. 
Ella Lacey Storrs, the wife of Frank 
Storrs, a wealthy resident of Rye, as 
she was sitting at luncheon with the 
wife of Rev. Dr. Minot Savage, who 
escaped unhurt 

Among those ml.ssing Is Frank .T. 
Allison, of the Allison Realty Co., the 
builders of the hotel, who is linown to 
have been in the building when it fell. 
Efforts to recover the bodies of the 
de«id and rescue those imprisoned in 
the wreck were begun by the firemen 
Immediately after the crash, and the 
work of searching the ruins will be 
continued all night. Owing to the 
enormous mass of metal wreckage 
days may elapse before all ths bodies 
are recovered. 

The cause of the disaster generally 
accepted is the overloading of the 
floors. Foreman James Halpin, In 
charge of the iron workers, stated that 
there was a large quantity of cement 
and other buildinc material on the 
fifth floor, and that on the ninth floor 
were 83 Iron beams which were to 
have been used in const/'uctlng the re- 
maining floors of the building. 

That criminal carelessness is charge- 
able to somebody is shown by the fact 
that tbf building department had 
placed repeated "violations" against 
the building, the last one being filed 
Wednesday at the Instance of Inspec- 
tor C'barles Fiench, because "the side- 
walls were more than two stories In 
advance of the front walls, and the 
floor beams were not properly iNrttod 
and tied." 

In .'■pite of tills and previous warn- 
ings those responsible for the con- 
struction of the building went ahead 
regardless of the consequences. 

Adjoining the collapsed building on 
the west is the four-story brown stone 
residence^ of Harold Brown. Some of 
the huge irtm l)oanis struck the side 
of the house and stove holes in the 
wall and roof and di^ilodged a part of 
the brown stone front, which was 
thrown to tha street. The occupants 
escaped uninjured. On the east side 
is a hou.so occupied by A. Walpole 
Cragle as a schiH)! for boys. The pu- 
I>ilK had gone homo t(} lunchwin a few 
minutes before the crash occurred. 
Sonve of the beams struck the house, 
tearing off a pcH-Uon of the roof and 
smashing holes in the side walls.
